A practical scheme for the 
alleviation of the acute housing 
shortage in Inverness is being 
discussed, but its success de- 
pends on the co-operation of the 
tenants of Council houses. So 
far that co-operation has’ ‘not 
been forthcoming to any great 
extent. The situation is that 
many three, four and five room 
Council houses are. under-occu- 
pied, while many of the smaller 
houses are overcrowded. Mem- 
bers of families accunying the 
larger houses leave home to 
ret married or to take jobs else- 
where or for other reasons, 
leaving, perhaps, .only the 
parents in a house intended for 
five or six occupants. 


The Council are inviting tenants 
in this position to change houses so 
that the tenants of overcrowded 
houses may have more room and the 
couples or smaller families may have 
fn smaller house more sulted to their 
needs, and at a considerably cheaper 
rent. 


Alternatively the Council suggest 
that tenants who have rooms to spare 
should take “in sub-tenants. They 
feel that It Is unfalr, for example, 
that a single woman should occupy 
a three or four apartment house 
while families of five and six fave 
to be content with two rooms. 

At present there are 402 under- 
occupied houses in the town, The 
Council sent out letters to the oc- 
cuplers of these houses. inviting 
them to make an exchange, or to 
help the housing situation by taking 
in sub-tenants, but so far they have 
only had sixteen’ replies. Eight ten- 
ants. agreed te the proposal-and the 
other cight were undecided. 


Sunday Golf 


It would seem that Inverness Town 
Council are wasting time discussing 
whether or not Sunday golf. should 
be allowed on the Culeabock Club 
course. This js a private club and 
it is for the members to decide 
whether play shall be allowed on 
Sunday or not. But the matter 15 
causing a food deal of feeling arnong 
the members themselves. 

At present members of this club 
who wish fo play on Sunday have to 
go to Forres, Elgin or Taln, and 
while those who ore car owners can 
manage this casily enough the others 
must travel by bus, which Is not so 
convenient... There_is_also_the ques—_ 
tion of the additfonal cost Involved. 

Another point made by those who 
favour Sundny_play is that summer 
visitors to the Highland capital will 
wish to play golf, ‘and they will _ex- 
pect to be allowed fo play'on Sun- 
days. People from the South afd 
from abroad will .be accustomed to 
playing on Sundays. , 

On .the other hand there is a 
strong feeling .n the Highlands 
against Sunday recreation, and this 
has: Influenced a good many of the 
members. But the general verdict 
is that Sunday golf ought to be per- 
mitted and that those who do not 
wish to play on that day are under 
no obligation to do so.

The months from now to June 
are cfucial. They are the 
months when, in the northern 
hemisphere particularly, many 
national larders are almost 
empty. About the best any 
man in a hungry land can ex- 
pect in the period. is that -his 
daily fare will not ‘be cut. 

Well, after that, 
according to the men who study 
food problems, If there are no crop 
failures production of major ‘food 
products may, in n general sense, 
exceed prewar production. F 

That would mean, they explaln, 
that nbout one-half the peoplg In the 
world will have datly rations. close 
to the bare subsistence level, or no 
higher than 2,250 calories dally. 
Many experts consider that 2,000 ca- 
lories’ is the minimum to sustain 
Hfe. At any rate, the food available 
would mean n “hunger” + level for 
that half the world, it is said. 

Of the other half, about one-third 
would pave dally rations as high 
as 2,750 calories, which only slight- 
ly exceeds the 2,550 calories said by 
nutritional experts to be needed for 
flood health. -Many of them would 
not have the full amount of 2,750, 
The remaining two-thirds: would cat 
well, that is about ar in excess of 
2,750 calories a day. 


Threshold Of Starvation 
_ While it is diMcult for many per- 
sons to realise that half the world 
could be hungry when food produc- 
tion is above the prewar level, the 
reasons given by the experts are 
slmple. : 

Studies. by .the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organisation 
show that before the’ war half the 
world's population lived lterally on 
the threshold of starvation. 

Great numbers of people in the 
Philippines, Korea, Java and parts 
of India, and lesser numbers’ in 
Mexico, Colombia, Central America, 
Peru, Iran and Iraq, are said’ by ex- 
perts to have had diets averaging 
between 1,600 and 2,100 calorics 
daily then. The most fortunate 
among them will get 95 percent of 
such amounts this year. 

Living close to the henlth level 
with 2,400 to 2,700 calorics n day 
were great numbers In Manchuria, 
French Morocco, Greece, Italy, Chile, 
Brazil, Palesting and Turkey, stccor- 
ding to these experts. : 

Eating 2,700 to 3,000 calorles were 
Rumania, ‘Austria, Germany, Poland, 
Spain, Hungary, the USSR, Bulgaria, 
Yugo-Shavia, Belgium, — Uruguay, 
Cubn, Finland, Netherlands, Czecho- 
Slovakia, and Paraguay. Most of 
them will have tess than 95 percent 
of that diet this year, Rumania, 
Austria ond Germany—and perhaps 
some others—will have less than $0 
percent, 7 

Price Factor 

There were various reasons for poor 
food consumption before the war, 
Price was, perhaps, the biggest fac- 
tor.. People could not afford to eat. 

‘To-a-certain -extent—price -is--5till- 
a factor. But there are  others— 
Jack of farm machinery, Inck of secd, 
lack of manpower, lack of fertilisers, 
lack of transportation and bad 
weathers These hold down produc- 

on. : ; 

The Inck of money, of transporta- 
tion or efficient rationing, systems, 
in some-arens, hinder efficient dis- 
tribution of what food supplies there 
are, ‘ 

These difficulties must all be over- 
come to get back to prewar levels 
of food production... As the stalistics 
show, that is not enough. Another 
problem. is nn incrense. in popula- 
‘tion since prewar days—estimated 
now nt 7 percent in spite of the 
death toll from war and starvation. 

For world peace, UNFAO experts 
believe, these badly. underfed half 
of the world’s people must get their 
diets up to a minimum of 2,570 
calories per person per day. 

To do this by 1960, the following 
inereases In production have been 
estimated: cereals production must 
increase by 21 percent over prewar, 
roots and tubers by 27 percent; su- 
gar by 12 percent: fats by 34 per- 
cent; pulses bv -80 percent; frults 
and vegetables by 163 percent; ment 
by 46 percent; milk by 100 percent.

[Mn are extremely rare. 


A new drug -that heals ulcers duc 
to tuberculosis was reported by 
Ethan Allan Brown, of Tufts Medi- 
cal School, and L. W. Slanetz, of the 
University of New © Hampshire 
Department, The drug Is 
known as glycerite of hydrogen 
peroxide. 


In the Essex County Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium, at Danvers, Maussachu- 
setts, Dr Joseph Goldberg used this 
preparation as a dressing on four 
patients, says the report. 

These ‘abscesses appear in various 
parts of the body, and one patient 
had several in the chest, thighs and 
legs. None of the four had respond- 
ed to previous treatment, In three 
cuses fhe abscesses healed complete- 
ly.

The curfew was lifted only 
when several hundred Jews gathered 
for the funeral, 


Gruner, dressed in an undershirt, 
was barefoot, The other three were 
dressed $n red prisoners’ pants.

The burial took about 15 minutes, 
with a single eulogy by Rabbi J, Sil- 
berman, :

British military police ond
